Angeles, told of ev ents In the crime | 
history of the United States which 
had 
brought about a change of 
methods for federal officers. Em- 
rich stated that until 19 33 federal 
inv estigation officers were unarm ­ 
ed and that the fact that they j 
could not carry weapons brought 
about ridiculous situations. 
Following the killing of sev eral 
officers 
and a 
gangster, Frank 
Nash, in Kansas In 19 33, when the 
unarmed officers and Nash were 
shot down by members of Uash's 
gang to prev ent his talking, per­ 
mission was giv en federal officers 
to carry any and all kinds of arms. 
At the present time 84 per cent 
of the members of the federal in­ 
v estigation bureau are ex pert shots 
with all kinds of fire arms, the kind 
that kills at a few y ards and pen 
ctrates any known kind of bullet 
proof jacket, the v ariety of m a­ 
chine gun which spray s 45 calibre 
bullets at the rate of 600 a minute 
or the sort that has a range of 
three and a half miles. 
The personnel of the bureau con­ 
sists of graduate 
attorney s 
who 
represent 6 p7er cent of the entire 
staff, about 25 per cent are ex ­ 
pert accountants capable of ex ­ 
amining hooks, and eight or nine 
per cent are men between the ages 
of 25 to 35 who hav e come to the 
bureau 
with 
outstanding records 
from police departments. 
Startling figures giv en by Em- 
rich rev ealed that crime costs the 
oeople of the nation 15 billions of 
lollars a y ear; there are millions

More than 150 persons will be gathered 
around the tables at Irv ine Park nex t Wed­ 
nesday when the Major Disaster Committee 
will hold its first meeting. 
Rodney Bacon, instigator of the Major 
Disaster Committee, declares that represen­ 
tativ es of ev ery luncheon club in the county 
will be present in addition to all county and 
city officials. 
The idea of the Committee was presented 
to civ ic leaders about a month ago by Mr. 
Bacon. 
Since that time he has been work­ 
ing day and night to perfect the organization 
so that concrete results may be pointed to 
at the meeting nex t week. 
The entire county will be linked together, 
under the Committee plan, in such a way 
that in the case of an emergency such as 
the 19 33 earthquake, leaders in ev ery com­ 
munity will begin to function at once. 
Of 
course the state militia and the police forces 
of the county , in addition to Legionnaires, 
will be av ’ailable as heretofore. 
Mr. Bacon has cut out a big job for him­ 
self. but. hav ing seen him in action before 
we predict the Major Disaster Committee 
will prov e a big asset to the county . 


J OBS FOR THE UNDERTAKER 


Statistics show that four out of ev ery 
automobile accidents occur 
on 
dry 
ro a d s in clea r weather. 
Four out of ev ery 
five a uto mo b ile 
accidents inv olv es cars driv ­ 
ing stra ig ht ahead. 
Here is the statistical proof of the dis­ 
regard for ev ery rule of courtesv and safety 
that characterizes the reckless or incom­ 
petent motorist. 
He constantly ov eresti­ 
mates the “ safety factors" of good roads 
and modern #cars. 
A str|ight fy ghwa^ and 
a clear day act as bait to make him “ open 
her up , with the result that the undertaker 
gets about 37 .000 new accounts each y ear. 
A National Safety Council surv ey lists 
the sev en most important causes of fatal 
accidents, in order, as follows: 
Ex ceeding 
speed limit or driv ing too fast for road 
and weather conditions; 
driv ing on 
the 
wrong side of the road; disregarding stop 
signs and signals— usurping right of wray ; 
cutting in: passing on hills and curv es; fail­ 
ure to signal for stopping and turning. 
These driv ing errors cause the great bulk 
of a 1! serious accidents, and the first is by 
far the worst. 
Ev ery one of them is a 
human error, and ev ery accident they pro­ 
duce could be prev ented if indiv idual driv ­ 
ers would obsen*e the most elementary rules 
of caution and proper driv ing. 
In conclusion, here is one more fact y ou 
might think ov er nex t time v ou feel the 
urge to step on it. 
At 20 miles per hour, 
one accident in 61 is fatal, while at 50 or 
more miles per hour one accident in ev erv 
11 produces a corpse.

If a b u sine ss m an ha s a large incom e, he 
pay s a s high a s 79 per cent to the F e d eral G overn­ 
m e nt and variou s ra te s u p to ab ou t one -six th to the 
S ta te G overnm ent. 
And the S ta te G overnm ent in 
C a lifornia does not aglow th< 
taxpayer to dedu pt the 
Faxes paid to the F ed eral G overninone 
S u ppose the y took only SO p e r c ent ta x — S ta te and 
F e d eral. 
T hen a b u siness w ou ld have to be five tim es 
as su c cessfu l in ord er to have the sam e p rofit a s it 
did b efore 1913. 
W hen one consid ers the ha z a rd s 
in new e nte rp ris e and the fa c t tha t the G overnm ent 
a nd the ta x rou te alone has m ade b u siness five tim efi 
a s risk y , it. is not d ifficu lt for a m an w ith foresight 
to see w hy the re a re not new b u sine sse s to ta k e u p 
the sla c k 
of increased p op u lation and 
u nem ploy ­ 
m ent. 
In a d d ition to the risk s, by the ta x rou te, the G ov­ 
e rnm e nt also has greatly added to the risk s by the 
m onopolistic lab or laws. 
U nder the yellow -d og con­ 
tr a c t a nd the W agner A ct, it is p ra c tic a lly im possible 
for a b u sine ssm a n to se lect and prom ote the help 
tha t he believes is efficient. 
T his also gre a tly c om p li­ 
c a te s the risk s in bu siness. 
T hen a ga in the governm ent w ith its c re d it m oney 
tha t flu c tu a te s rapid ly in p u rc ha sing pow 'er ha s gr e a t­ 
ly c om p licated the risk of b orrow ing. 
A b u sine ss e n ­ 
te rp ris e does not k now w he the r p rices w'ill c ontinu e 
to go u p or dow n. 
If a person b orrowrs m oney, he 
d oes not k now' w diether he w ill be obliged to pay back 
the sam e am ou nt of w ealth or m a ny tim e s w ha t he 
borrow ed. 
I t m u st he rem em bered tha t all the se risk s a re du e 
to bad gove rnm e nt law s.
